Anti-Poverty Or Welfare? 



Vo major fyovernmental undertakim; wai 
ever launched without mistakes and wrong 
concepts Something as large as a national 
war, whether against an^ither nation, or against 
poverty in one's own country, is bound to 
creak and buck in its initial stages Overlappir 
efforts, breaks in communications, duplication 
of w rk. temporary snafu in general are cur 
tomary l.t the early stages of any kind of brge 
mobilization of national resources Reasonable 
people accept these nuisa.nces in their stride 
and work W smo.th out the bugs " 

If that kind of administrative error was 
the only fault already cbvious in President 
.Johnson's war on poverty, then we would have 
no quarrel. But the federal appropriation of 
anti-poverty money to Kentucky last week is 
symptomatic of a greater structural weakness 
than r.utine administrative foulup Last week's 
appropriation indicates a basic misunderstand- 
ing on the part of the h.gher ups, and mis- 
understandings of the nature of the problems 
and its suggested solutions are going to prove 
dangerous, and maybe even fatal, to the Presi. 
dent's war on poverty. 

(in the surface, the federal appropriation 
of tlO.5 million to Kentucky last week is cause 
for rejoicing among dedicated poverty fighters. 
.No doubt official poverty fighters all along the 
line felt a warm sen.se of accomplishment when 
that amount was made available to Ke.ntucky, 
primarily Eastern Kentucky. Ten and a half 
million dolkirs is a Jot of money and of course 
we re glad to have it. The o.nly thing wrong 
w.th it is that it isn't anti-poverty money at all. 
It's only more welfare money that will merely 
,'ierpetuate the poverty level existence .f .se<> 
eral families for another year, then be gone 
Apparently Washington thinks the unem- 
emphiyed fathers are learning .new trades and 
skills on the ipublic works crews. The ten and 
a half million dollar grant bst week was base ! 
0.1 that assumption Well, technically, the pro. 
gram IS designed to give the unemployed what 
the bureaucrats call "the work experience," to 
make them more employable The thinking is 
that if the federal government will provide the 
subsistence salary of a dollar an hour fer the 
workers, local officials will provide tools, trr ns- 
portation, supervision and instruct on in some 
specific skill. 

When a man is out with his crew “repair- 
ing roads,” the government assum.-s he is learn- 
ing highway construction. When his crew is 
reclaiming strip mined areas," the government 
as^umes someone is teaching him .so.l and for- 
estry conservation. .\'o one knows what skill 
or trade the government assumes the weed- 
cutting crews are learning 

But the fact is, no jobtraining at a'l is in- 
volved in the dollar an hour program, and 
lh<-refore. it can't he called “anti-poverty.” All 
the dollar an hour dee-, is help a ma.n and his 
f'mily .survive temporarily, which is welfare. 
That's why the federal appropriation last week 
IS not going to fight poverty, any more than 
f' od stamps fight it. 



The distinction between the terms "snti- 
poverty" and “welfare" must be realized by 
those who control the purse strings in this war 
cn poverty, or the Economic Opportunity Ai*! 
is .net going to change anyone's environment, 
but perpetuate it instead, so that w'hen th« 
funds are finally all spent, the poor will have 
survived ancther year, or two or three or four 
years, but the basic circumstances that cause 
them to be poor will remain as they are today. 

This is not to condemn the public-works 
projects in themselves. When the alternative 
to a dollar an hour project is mass starvation, 
the program can even seem like a good one. 
Neither is this to condemn the counties either 
for, existing as they do on the constant edge of 
bankruptcy, providing tools, transportation and 
supervision f:r scores of workers, much less 
formal training, is a tall order. They do the 
best they can. And certainly this is not to con- 
demn the men themselves, because in spite of 
their limitations, the results of their labor are 
apparent in the several of their projects already 
completed. 

One of Eastern Kentucky's greatest needs 
is job training for the unskilled, or those who 
are skilled in obsolete trades. The public works 
projects I.r unemployed fathers is clearly 
failing this need. As a remedy, why not have 
the fathers report to classrooms every morning 
i.nstead of to weed-cutting crews, so that they 
can learn a trade they can use. and that the 
prospective employer can use also? Subsisten- 
ce allowances c'ould be continued to maint"‘n 
the man's family for the duration of his train- 
ing, after which he could hopefully join the 
80 per cent .f State Vocational .School grad*^ 
uates who find jobs. 

Scund vocational training for twelve months 
w uid go a long way toward breaking the 
poverty cycle the 3600 fathers on the works 
crews .re now caught up in. And ten and a 
half million dollars would buy a lot of train- 
ing. Spent on the dollar an hour project, how- 
ever, it amounts only to more welfare, which 
does no one any permanertt g(fod. “ 

•As we say, we don't want to add to the 
burden of those in office who are genuinely 
trying to do semething ab.ut poverty in Eastern 
Kentucky by withholding our support at a cru 
cial time. By the same token, we here in the 
nvountains have the strong feeling that this 
current national concern with peverty is a one- 
shot deal, and that we can't af.^ord to miss this 
time just because the powers that be don’t 
understand the difference between the words 
“■.nti poverty" end “welfare." '

Until public education became firm- 
ly established in Eastern Kentucky not 
too many years ago, church 'mission 
schools were the only source of educa- 
tion available to young people. The pub- 
lic school system has now largely replac- 
ed most of thos^ private schools — Stuart 
Robin.son, Buckho'rn, Highland and Pine 
Mountain Settlement School are exam- 
ples — and improved roads have made 
possible the rise even of consolidated 
schools here and there. 

A few private institutions still survive 
in certain areas, however, where the 
need for them exists. And one of these 
is not far from Hazard; the Lotts Creek 
Community School. Inc., at Cordia. 

Still maintaining dorm,itories and a 
small campus environment for mountain 
boys and girls who might not otherwise 
have a place to go to school, the Lotts 
G“p-k Community School is fulfilling a 
vital function. It helps meet the educa- 



tional need of children that the public 
schools are not yet able to reach. It min- 
isters to a need that, without the school, 
might be totally neglected. 

T ^ operation- such as that of the 
Lotts Creek Community School is expen- 
sive, and as with all such institutions, 
imnds must be constantly sought. 
Though located in the corner of Knott 
County, It is still a local school as far as 
we here in Hazard and Perry County are 
concerned, and it deserves all the local 
support that can be mustered. 

At this Christmas season, what could 
be more appropriate than a cash gift to 
the Lotts Creek Community School to 
help It carry on its valuable work with 
Eastern Kentucky youth? The sacrifice 
of some Christmas frill in behalf of the 
school would be a noble gesture, truly in 
keeping with the Christmas tradition of 
good will and generosity.

sheets of tin; old stoves were patched and 
iMonped until they war* able to five out • 
little warmth and heat for coakind; diKarded 
brlcka and itenaa wara faehionad Into crude 



flreplacca an.1 chimneys; other bits of mater- 
ials considered useless In more prosperous 
sections of the city were eagerly seized by the 
inhabitants of Tin Can Valley and placed 
here and tlitre, rigged up with board's, blocks, 
bricks and sticks, until varLus nieces cf fur- 
niture were peculiar manfuctuered out of prac 
lieally nothing- 

Being a resident of Tin Can Valley was 
nothing of which to be pruund. Although the 
unique .riginality of its people might be 
commended, so many eontageous diseases, so 
many criminal acts, and so much disturbance 
had been traced to the Valley that no one 
l.'oked upon it with any degree cf approval or 
approbation that is, not until the City Mission 
took it under its scope and sent house to 
hjuse workers to call upon these miserable 
creatures who heertofore bad been so woefully 
neglected.

and by his .spirit to aeeomplish a special task: 
to redeem and restore men to God. "The 
dirl.st” Is an ancient title, o.ne that Is hallowed 
arul revered and full of meaning and import- 
ance And when the gespel writers attarihed, 
that title to Jesus, they di(l not do it lightly. 

He is called '‘Jesus’’. It was a common 
name in those days — the same word as Joshua 
in the Old Testament- but it meant something 
most imprrtant: "the I/ord Is salvation” And 
so when Joseph was directed to call the Child 
Jesus it was for a spei'ial reason: "fur he will 
save his people from their .sins.” 

He lis called "Immamiel”, again a title, 
not a prcijer name. The Hebrew word means 
"God with 118 ." This is the greatest name that 
God could have called himself when came 
d wn to us In His Son- Imm-rnuel — God With 
us And one of the greatest things about the 
Christian gospel is that the God we proclaim 
Immanuel— .Tesus- who ns God with us. We 
can no longer lock to God and say, ’’You 
don't know how it is"— not since that Child 
was born. Here also is gospel. 

There is more gospel. The names also exalt 
the Child to a place no one else can occupy. 
The .sentiment of Christmas tends to blurr our 
faith into a kind of em,pty. mcaningle.ssne.ss, 
he was and what he was and what he meant. 
Ijord. bern Ki.ng anrjng us. We accept him as 
Teacher but r»Jt as Lord. We grow sentimental 
over the Child in the manger, but to have that 
Child as Lord of our lives, our economic and 
social dealings with our fellow men' — this is 
another matter. But this is one of the things 
Christmas says, and if we have not heard it 
we have niA yet begun to hear what T')hn.stmas 
is all about. 

The names also give us God Himself. The 
easterner believed that if you couht get the 
name of a god you could capture the god, 
capture his power and influence, and he would 
no longer have influence over you. But as 
long as he did net tell you who he was or wtiat 
he was or what his intentions were, he had 
you! This lis why Jacob pleaded with his 
wrestling o'^ponent: “Tell me your name!” 

But this is not the way of God and the 
Christian Gospel. God gives his name: "You 
shall call his name Jesus, the Christ, Imman- 
uel.” God gave himself to us when he named 
Himself Jesus, and now men know that the 
name of God is Jesus of Nazareth, who walked 
among us and wh':) finlly carried the gift of 
himself tc the supreme point when he said, 
“This is my body which is broken for you.” 
And at the end of the Book o^f Re\platlcn, 
there are these beautiful words: "His servants 
. . . . .shall see his face, and his name shall be 
on their fereheads.”

In a report submitted to Gov. 
ernor Edward T. Breathitt, c.m- 
missioner of the department A. 
II. Mandt, said fatal mining ac. 
cidents were held to less than 
one for every 1,820,000 tons of 
coal produced. 

The report indicated increas. 
ed activities in mine safety pro- 
motion and mine inspection. 

Mandt pointed out that the 
department conducted m re 
than 10,600 mine inspectio.ns 
through Novemoer of 1964 — a 
record high number. 

In addit.on, a new program 
was implemented, to train mine 
inspectors In extinguishing fires 
in an experimental mine. 

“Our mine inspectors partici. 
pated in putting out 11 actual 
mine fires in the past year," 
Mandt said, “accomplishing an 
immeasurable saving of proper, 
ty 'Without experiencing an in- 
jury." 

The Safety Division of the 
Department cf Mines and Min. 
eral.s trained and examined al. 
mast 300 applicants for .Mine 
Foreman Certificates, "repre- 
senting a substantial increase 
over previous years," Mandt 
stated. 

Participation of that division 
in district mine rescue and first 
aid contests in all the mining 
fields of the state plus a state, 
wide contest, were also cited in 
the report. 

The Oil and Gas Conservation 
Division of the department is. 



ing the year and supervised the 
drilling, casing and plugging of 
all wells. 

“In additi n, we have loeen 
active in appr.sing the United 
States General Servico.s Admin, 
istration on the proper division 
of mineral leases o.i the Camp 
Breckinridge property," .Mandt 
said. 

“This is aimed at maximum 
recovery of oil, gas and coal 
from the property and promo, 
tion of prompt activity of the 
Industries in developing the 
property. 

Mandt also noted in the re. 
port that Kentucky was the 
leader last year ia an organisa- 
tion of Mines and Minerals De. 
partments of other states, an 
active organization dedicated 
to promotion of mine .safety, 
mineral conservation and their 
allied problems.
